secretary of 4600,000 in three per cent, bonds 
ol $1,000 e*ch, redeemable at option In ton 
years and not to run more tlian,\ljilrty years, 
to be offered for sale .In tho. open market in 
ti«w Yoik, proceeds' of the sale to be applied 
to the construction, and equipment ot the 
postal telegraph by the postmaster general, 
who shall hold a sufficient, reserve of said 
bonds as surplus over the cost of construction 
as may be necessary to meet the interest for 
five years.
